BERLIN, Dec. 30.—The Local Anzieger, 
without reserve, says: “The Japanese 
government has informed the representa- 
tives of the powers at Tokio that the sit- 
uation at this moment is unbearable and 
that Japan must strike if Russia does 
not accept the propositions Japan has 
submitted, as Japan cannot longer wait 
for a final decision.” 


PARIS, Dec. 30.—The Japanese govern- 
ment has notified the foreign diplomats 


that the situation in res with Rus- 
sia is desperate, but not hopeless. It is 
believed this information was communi- 
cated to the French government for pre- 
sentation at St. Petersburg. 3 


LONDON, Dec. 30.—Japan this evening 
completed the purchase of the Argentine 
warships Moreno and Rivadavia, building 
at Genoa, Italy, for which Russia also 
was negotiating. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 30.—The foreign 
dispatches received here are reflected in 
pessimistic editorials. 

The Novoe Vremya, the most influential 
paper in Russia, begins its leader with: 
“There is no war today; tomorrow there 
may be war.“ 

The paper rather directs attention to the 
fact that wars marked the opening of the 
seventeenth, eighteenth and ninteenth 
centuries, and says: 

“We believe Japan will not place Russia 
in a position where to yield would appear 
to be a renunciation of the defense of her 
vital interests in the far East. 

“Russia does not desire war, but nobody 
in Russia will permit the Japanese or other 
friends to executé-a diplomatic dance upon 
Russia's peaceful disposition. In firm con- 
sciousness of her power Russia will await 
events.” 0 
These editorials are regarded as inspired 
by Russian officials. 


YOKOHAMA, Dec. 30.~At an extraordi- 
nary meeting of the privy council today 
the fact was developed that no time limit 
haa been set for Russia's reply to the last 
ofticial note from the Japanese government. 

A strong opposition is now publicly mani- 
fested to the cabinet owing to the dilatory 
tactics they are pursuing.

THE TERMINAL SITUATION, 

It is unfortunate that the delay of the House of Delegates | 
in acting upon the terminal bill should have deprived St. Louis 
of the improved terminal conditions embodied in the agree- 
ment between the Business Men’s League and the Terminal 
Railway Association. These conditions undoubtedly would have 
been of great advantage to the manufacturing and commer- 
cial interests of St. Louis and to the World's Fair. So far as 
possible with wise planning and prompt work the obstacles now 
existing to the successful handling of all the tra 
must be reduced to the minimum. The best attainable result 
must be obtained with the facilities available. 

In placing the responsibility for the present unfortunate con- 
dition, it must not be forgotten that the whole subject of ter- 
minal legislation was deferred until too late a date. The 
representatives of the business interests of St. Louis did not 
realize in time the situation confronting them nor the work 
which they ought to do, nor their power to accomplish this 
work for St. Louis by combined and vigorous action. At the 
last moment legislation was attempted. The bills and the 
methods used to obtain their passage represented an effort on 
the part of the railroads to gain undue advantage over St. 
Louis and to use the monopoly power in their hands as a club 
to force the city into submission to their demands. It was not 
until the actual situation, the tremendous monopoly power 
in the hands of the railroads, and the full meaning of it to 
St. Louis were exposed by the Post-Dispatch, that the business 
men realized what ought to be done and made an effort to ac- 
complish it. . : ~ 

The situation in which St. Louis now finds itself emphasizes 
the value of the suggestion made more than a year ago by the 
Post-Dispatch of the organization of a terminal commission to 
determine the terminal needs of St. Louis and formulate plans 
for supplying them. If this suggestion had been adopted, all 
of the interests of St. Louis might have been united in time 
upon reasonable terms, embodying the rights and requirements 
of the city. f 

The failure of this effort to obtain the terminal conditions 
to which St. Louis is entitled should mark only the beginning 
of a movement for the right kind of St. Louis terminals and for 
the fair conditions which will free our commerce from the ham - 
pering burdens and obstacles which now oppress it and pre- 
vent its natural expansion. The business men of St. Louis 
should go to work now to organize and utilize all the forces at 
their command to this end. 

St. Louis must have freedom from discriminating tolls. St. 
Louis must have west side terminals. St. Louis must be on the 
railroad map. St. Louis must have sufficient freight and pas- | 
senger facilities to handle all of its business. St. Louis must 
have cheap and abundant coal, In short, the city must be placed 
at least on an equality in the matter of ease and swiftness of 
freight delivery, convenience of passenger traffic, abundance of 
coal, rates and switching charges, with every other competin 
city. /
